The ordinance provides a $100 fine 
or 30 days in the stockade as penalties. 

“This business of hounding folks 
going to the polls with al! kinds of 
literature and cards is a nuisance,” 
Key said as he affixed his signature of 
approval to the new ordinance. Sanc- 
tion of the new measure makes in- 
operative a former ordinance banning 
distribution of cards within 200 feet 
of a voting precinct. The new law is 
effective in all elections, municipal, 
county, district, congressional, state 
and national. 

Wells’ Statement.

I am willing to admit Lineoln was a 
great man, but as long as there is a 
Confederate yeteran left I will not 
stand up and say as a democrat that 
Lincoln was the greatest man that 
ever lived.”’ 

He called on all Georgians to read 
Talmadges McRae platform before 
the primary.

European Powers Promise 


No Intervention. 


MADRID, Aug.” 6.—On the  pro- 

al of France, Britaisa, Portugal, 

ussia and also Germany and Italy 
agreed not to intervene in Spain, that 
is to say not support any party by 
delivering arms, Of course, in inter- 
national law the legally and constitu- 
tionally elected government of Madrid 
has a perfect right to buy and import 
war materials from abroad. This the 
Madrid government sought to do by 
asking for immediate delivery of an 
(order for 18,000,000 pesetas equip- 
ment, which had been placed seven 
months ago in Frauce. But there was 
so great and violent an outcry on the 
part of the French fascists against 
this delivery that the Paris govern- 
ment gave in and decided to keep the 
order waiting for quieter days. 

What the German press and the 
Italian press said and threatened if 
France should send that order, is well 
known. They promised to send 10 
bombing planes to the rebels for every- 
one France should send. Well. France 
did not send any at all to the legal 
government in Madrid, but Mussolini 
and Hitler sent 20 bombing planes 
each to the rebel generals. 

German warships sent their crews 
ashore in Spanish Morocco and the 
officers of these vessels had a long 
conference with General Franco. 
Democracies do not seem to be able 
to defend their interests. The fascists 
don't talk, they act. 


Denner to France. 


It has become known and has been 
proved that the present rebellion was 
planned long in advance. Senor Juan 
March, the Spanish Rockefeller fi- 
nanced it. Two years ego he trans- 
ferred a couple hundred million pesos 
to Hamburg. That is the war chest of 
the rebels today. To the attentive ob- 
server this bloody outbreak surpasses 
by far the frame of a national up- 
heaval. It is part and parcel of the 
huge scheme to encircle France and 
render her impotent in the event of a 
European war. For if the rebels win, 
Spain becomes a sort of colony, cer- 
tainly an ally, of Germany, 
| In return for that precious aid in 
war material, Genera] Franco has 
promised Hitler an aerial base on the 
Balearic islands and a naval base at 
Ceuta, in Spanish Morocco, opposite 
Gibraltar. With a German air base 
or a joint German-Italian air base 
on the Balearics, France’s seaway to 
north Africa, where her black legions 
are drawn from, is greatly endanger- 
ed. With German guns, or Italian 
guns controlling the narrows of Gib- 
raltar, Britain Joses her hegemony in 
the western Mediterranean as she lost 
the hegemony in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean to Mussolini through the Ethio- 
pian affair. 

You see that a good deal more is 
involved, whether General Franco or 
Senor Azana sits in the palace of the 
gobernatio in Madrid. 


Who Will Win? 


The decisive battles are still before | 
us. Franco has managed to land his | 


colored troops on Spanish soil, a pick- 
ed force. But a great crime, this send- 
ing of native troops against the Span- 
ish people, and moreover a dangerous 
more.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALZLON, : 


RIDE WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The secretive departure of John L. 
Lewis for Europe left a swirl of important rumors behind. 

A ridiculous one has reached print, implying that the rising political- 
labor leader is trying to escape President Roosevelt, fearing the Presi- 
dent will require him to soft-pedal his steel organization work and his 
A. F. of L. fight until after election. 

Only slightly better is the one that he is slipping off to cook up 
something with Labor Secretary Perkins, who is meandering around 
Europe. (They are due to return about the same time, early in Sep- 
tember.) 

A third is that the New Dealers are trying to negotiate a campaign 
truce between Mr. Lewis’ C. 1. O. and Mr, Green’s A. F. of L. and pre- 
scribed a sea trip for Lewis, so they would-be without his disturbing 
presence, 

These are all interesting and exciting, but the dull fact of the matter 
seems to be that Mr. Lewis is going to Europe mainly for the ride. 


UNDERSTANDING Men who have been at Lewis’ elbow for a long 


time are confident he has a<omplete personal 
working arrangement on the inside with the President. The first rumor, 
therefore, they say, is funny. A misunderstanding between Mr. Roose- 
velt and Mr, Lewis is impossible. Mr. Lewis will be guided entirely by 
what Mr. Roosevelt wants. 

The second is almost equally preposterous. Mr. Lewis seldom has 
had anything to say to Miss Perkins sufficiently important tO warrant 
cab fare for the six blocks from his office to hers during the last few 
years. Nobody here can conceive of anything he might want to say now 
which would warrant boat fare to Europe. 

As to the third rumor, there may be something in it, but not much. 
It appears to be a half-truth built on a solid foundation. 


EXPECTATIONS Those who know the labor situation thoroughly 
are confidént there will be no outstanding de- 

velopment, such as a strike, in connection with the C. I. O. organization 
drive, before election, They are equally certain that the existing C. I. O.- 
A. F. of L. relationship will continue in the state it now is in, until after 
the presidential votes are counted. 

At the same time, they decline to accept the theory that Mr. Lewis’ 
C. I, O. drive is solely to help Mr. Roosevelt carry Pennsylvania. All 
thoughtful men in touch with the situation realize a fundamental labor 
theory is involved. The conflict of industrial versus craft unionism has 
roots far deeper than the political ground which is now nurturing it. A 
decision is inevitable, but it may require years instead of months. 

Note—The effort of Mr. Lewis to avoid publicity is what stimulated 
the rumors. The personal angle is that he will bring back his wife and 
son, who are now vacationing in Europe. However, European vacations, 
even brief ones, are not considered good publicity by most labor leaders, 
especially in times like these. 


TEAMWORK} Uruguay has been pestiferous about calling an inter- 
national confab to arbitrate the Spanish war. The 


matter has been annoying to our diplomatists. They do not want to have 
to reject any ideas like that, especially from a friendly South American 
republic, with the Pan-American peace conference coming on. Conse- 
quently, they have had tennis dates or swimming engagements when- 
ever it appeared likely that the Uruguayan minister might drop around, 
officially, and present his government’s circular proposal. 

But, the other day, Argentina’s foreign minister, Lamas, stepped out 
with an announcement that, while the idea was ‘“‘characteristic of the 
generosity of the Uruguayan people,” it was an impossible suggestion. 

A few hours Jater, the Uruguayan minister was cordially received at 
the State Department here and his proposal filed gwracefully in the 


archives. 


SIGNALS The inside on the minor diplomatic incident is that it hints 
at the way United States and Argentina have been play- 

ing ball together lately. 
You may recall that, in the Hoover days, strong diplomatic animosi- 
ties arose between the two countries. But for the last year or more 
(since Chaco) State Secretary Hull and Argentine Minister Lamas have 


been exchanging signals and working together like pitcher and catcher. 
Mr. Hull is on record as saying what a fine foreign minister Mr. 
_Lamas is, and Mr. Lamas has returned the compliment at least twice. 


Their arrangement will probably prove to be more important soon.

Yet the job 
was a legitimate one and there seem- 
ed to be no good reason why a fa- 
mous athlete should be barred from 
an opportunity which might have been 
open to a strictly sedentary student.

Although Mussolini once wrote he had 
no regard for people who spend their 
energy in a frenzy of sport he has 
since subsidized athletics as a prepara- 
tion for war. Moreover, an Italian’s 
victory in international competition 
is a victory for fascism and Musso- 
lini and is exploited as such. - Hitler, 
who borrowed most of his system from 
the Duce, has likewise imitated Italy 
in this particular. In fact, he has 
now gone further and is offering to 
the champion German athlete an of- 
ficial glory, an official status of hero 
and a state subisdy. The best German 
players will be retired from toil for 
six months at public expense in order 
to perfect themselves for the next 
Olympic games in which, quite frank- 
ly, they will represent Der Fuehrer. 
Next time, when the Germans go to 
Japan, there will be no hypocrisy 
about their status and their mission. 
This year, under pressure of an un- 
comprehending and rather fastidious 
American opposition, Der: Fuehrer 
found it necessary to deny certain ob- 
vious facts. In Japan, however, where 
sport is a state institution, they see 
eye to eye with Hitler and Mussolini 
and the nations will meet as nations, 
if war doesn’t call the gladiators out 
to kill each other in the meantime. 
Hitler, Mussolini and the Russians, 
too, reward athletic achievements with 
promotion and pay which certainly is 
all right and an even thing when they 
meet.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The pall of soot that obscures the 
sun in large industrial cities consti- 
tutes a heavy tax on everyone living 
in the city—the extra labor and ex- 
pense of more laundering, more fre- 
quent painting of buildings, more fre- 
quent redecorating—in addition to the 
injury to health from robbing every 
resident of a large part of the sun- 
shine, the ultraviolet rays particularly. 

Probably little progress will be made 
toward remedying the smoke nuisance 
until some one finds a practical and 
profitable way to recover the valuable 
materials now going to waste in smoke. 
Analysis of smoke ia the atmosphere 
of a large city showed it consists of 
about 40 parts carbon, 40 parts min- 
eral matter (chiefly silica and iron 
oxid), 8 parts hydrocarbons, 3 to 4 
parts sulphuric acid, eme part hy- 
drochloric acid, one part of ammonia 
and one part of organic bases such as 
pyridin, the composition varying con- 
siderably with the character of the 
fuel. Smoke also contains both carbon 
dioxide (comparatively harmless) and 
the deadly carbon monoxide which has 
quickly disabled large numbers of 
workers when it blew into a work- 
room from a near-by smokestack. 

The soot of smoke damages vegeta- 
bles and retards growth of plants, so 
that the gardener or farmer suffers 
from lowered production—in order 
that big business may succeed. 

Soot is notoriously injurious to the 
complexion. Soap makers, beauty par- 
lor operators and cosmetic vendors 
have no serious objection to the pall 
spread over the city by the privileged 
industrial class, but women and chil- 
dren whose comfort and beauty are 
injured should protest. 

These are the more obvious effects 
of smoke pollution of the air. Prob- 
ably the most injurious effect is the 
robbing of children, particularly, of 
their place in the sun. Infants and 
children first, of course, for sunshine. 
ultraviolet on naked skin, is most es- 
sential for them; but every man, wom- 
an and child suffers some injury to 
health by reason of the smoke pall. 
For every one of us must have a cer- 


tain amount of vitamin D, not only 
for normal growth but for the main- 
tenance of normal health. One whose 
naked skin is bathed with direct sun- 
light, at least in some degree cach 
day, is sure to get at least part of his 
or her vitamin D requirement for the 
ultraviolet days of direct sunshine 
convert sterols in the skin into vios- 
terol, which is vitamin D, and the 
vitamin D is then carried in the blood 
to all parts of the body. 

Smoke or soot or fog or dust screens 
out most of the ultraviolet rays, even 
if the sun shines through. 

Unfortunately, the only natural food 
source of vitamin D in quantity suf- 
ficient for the requirements of infant. 
child or adult, is butter. cream and 
egg yolk—but few persons can take 
enough of these to get an adequate 
ration of vitamin D. Fish liver oils 
are rich in vitamin D, but who wants 
to take fish liver oil constantly or at 
all if he can avoid it? The simplest 
plan is to take a few drops of any of 
the various viosterols daily—there are 
eight or ten different brands, all equa! 
in quality, unit for unit, but some be-| 
ing much less expensive than others. | 
Vitamin D is commonly called the 
“sunshine vitamin.”

1,408 COTTON GINS 
OPERATE IN STATE 


Census Bureau's Report for 
1935 Show 207 Were Idle 
During Year. 


WASHINGTON Ang. 19.—4)— 
The Census Bureau reported today a 
survey showed 1,408 cotton ginneries 
operated in Georgia last year, and 
207 others were inactive. 

Basing its figures on operations as 
of October 1, the bureau said 
ginneries were owned by individuals, 
437 by partnerships, 278 by corpora- 
tions, 14 by co-operative associations, 
and 1 by a governmental organiza- 
tion. 

The state's total rated capacity was 
93,307 horsepower. Distributed ac- 
cording to kinds of power, 852 gin- 
neries operated with steam, 392 by 
electricity, 149 with Diesel engines, 
169 with gas, and 70 with water. 
Seventeen reported more than one kind 
of power—eight steam and electric, 
five Diesel and electric, two Diesel 
and steam, one steam and water, and 
one electric and gas.

Mrs. Rose May Ashby, of 384 Pul- 
liam street, Atlanta psychologist, now 
on tour in Alaska, relates some of her 
experiences in the cool northern clime 
in a letter received from her by At- 
lanta friends yesterday. 

“Il am delighted with my trip to 
Alaska,” Mrs. Ashby’s letter starts. 
“I have just returned from a plane 
trip to Mt. McKinley, the monarch of 
the North American peaks, being over 
20,000 feet high. My flight covered 
the Alaskan range and was thrilling. 

“Yesterday afternoon,” the letter 
continues, “J traveled through the 
Matanuska valley, and stopped at 
Matanuska station, from where I took 
an automobile trip to Palmer, the col- 
ony settlement opened up by the 
United States government in May, 
1935. Many good looking log and 
frame houses have been built, land 
cleared and cultivated. The experiment 


has produced a great many vegetables. 
The soil in the valley is very rich 
and deep.” 

After a trip to several salmon fac- 
tories, Mrs. Ashby comments : “After. 
stopping at main towns we stopped at 
seven large salmon canneries to de- 
liver cans, and I went through all 
of them. I never thought that there 
could be as much salmon in the world 
as I’ve seen in Alaska.”

Again it was bullishness on steel 
prospects—one of the best guides to 
American industrial operations—that 
furnished the market betterment. 

There were other favorable news 
items. Electric power production rose 
to 2,093,928,000 kilowatt hours, the 


second highest level in history. Build- 
ing construction figures for July, as 
provided, by F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, showed the best July return 
since 1930 with a total of $294,- 
833,800. a gain of 85.1 per cent over 
July, 1935. 

Meanwhile the food commodity mar- 
kets continued to furnish interest. 
The United Press-Dun & Bradstreet 
index of 30 cash commodities reached 
another new high. 

The chief market discouragement 
continued to be the foreign situation. 

One evidence of Europe’s nervous- 
ness came with announc:ment the 
price of platinum rose $10 an ounce 
to $53. The demand was attributed 
to foreign buying for armament pur- 
poses. International Nickel, Ltd., one 
of the great producers of platinum, 
advanced fractionally. Some other 
so-called “war stocks” also showed 
activity during the day including 
Electric Boat, makers of submarines.

Harvey Burdell was born on a farm 
near Herkimer, N. Y., in 1811.
